DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment received February 20, 2009 and April 16, 2009: 

a. The claim listing provided February 20, 2009 has been entered;

3. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record are held to reasonably teach, suggest or render obvious the planar 
fuel cell system of claims 1-18 or the method of manufacturing a fuel cell system of 
claims 19-22. 

U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0142227 (Sugai) is no longer 
applicable since the instant application has perfected an earlier priority date as 
evidenced by the certified translation of the PCT application to which the instant 
application claims priority (translation filed February 20, 2009). 
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None of the remaining prior art of record are held to reasonably teach, suggest or 
render obvious the planar fuel cell system of claims 1 -1 8 or the method of 
manufacturing a fuel cell system of claims 19-22.
